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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This pertains to the Amendments to the Claims, and Remarks, filed 21 July 2006. 
It is acknowledged that Applicants have cancelled claims 1 - 5, 7 - 1 1 and 13-22, 
amended claims 6 and 12, and added new claims 23 - 35. Claims 6, 12 and 23 - 35 are 
thus pending in this Application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

3. Claims 6, 1 2 and 23 - 35 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
arguments cited by Applicants in the Remarks filed 21 July 2005 are persuasive. Prior 
art does not teach the claimed limitations pertaining to logical equivalence verification 
that includes graphically displaying mismatched subcones.
